LONDON, May 80.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The sole topic of con- 
versation among the sporting fraternity 
today was the fight tonight between 
Peter Jackson and Frank Slavin. The 
high prices charged for admission pre- 
vented the usual throng of spectators 
witnessing the battle, but as this was 
the end sought by the National Sport- 
ing Club no fault was found except by 
those who could not raise the £25 de- 
manded from non-members of the Club.

The latter 
said he was perfectly satisfied with 
Jackson's condition and felt confident 
he would win. Slavin arrived from 
his training quarters at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon.

He did 
not underrate Blaine’s popularity, but 
he thought the President’s opponents 
took advantage of that and were trying 
to force Blaine to break his solemn as< 
sertion that his name would not go be- 
fore theconvention. He did not believe 
Blaine had given encouragement to the 
movement, and the men who would 
nominate Blaine would runthe risk of 
his declination which, ifit came, would 
utterly ruin all hope of party success, 
Foster further thought that Blaine’s ac- 
ceptance after the struggle necessary 
to obtain the nomination would surely 
make him a weak candidate. : 

‘‘The President,” said Foster, ‘is not 
so desirous of the nomination as most 
people imagine. He permitted the use 
of his name since Blaine’s declination 
seemed to make him largely the choice 
of his party friends, that being the only 
condition ‘which induced him to con- 


sent.

Frank W. Palmer, Gen. G. B. Raum, 
Col. T. H. McKee and Hon. T. B. Coul- 
ter and poems recited by Gen. A. Gilli- 
land and Col. Noyes. Mrs. Logan was 
present at the ceremonies. 


IN OTHER CITIES. 
The Day More Generally Observed Than 
for Several Years Past. 
Caicaco, May 80.—[By the Associ- 
ated .Press.]| Memorial day was duly 
observed here. In the morning the 


Grand Army men proceeded to the va- 


rious cemeteries and strewed the graves 
with flowers, not- forgetting the 7000

New York, May 80.—In spite of rain, 
Memorial day exercises were carried 
out according to programme. The ex- 
ercises began with a parade of regular 
troops, militia reserve, artillery and 
Grand Atmy posts in nine divisions, 
after which the Grand Army men pro- 
ceeded tothe various cemeteries and 
decorated the graves of comrades.

_ Yesterday morning at 11:15 o’clock 


quite a serious accident took place on 


the cable line at First and Spring 


streets. A train pulled in from Boyle 


Heights and slowed up as it reached 
First street for a signal from the cross- 
ing watchman. Assoon as the signal 
was given the dummy bounded forward — 
as the grip took the rope, but the train 


had hardly reached the center of the 
street when the steel casting that holds 
the grip broke and caught in the slot, 
thus bringing the train to a sudden 
standstill. 


The train was crowded with people 


on their return from Decoration day 
services at Evergreen Cemetery, and 
the sudden standstill thfew seven or 
eight people from their seats, and they 
fell violently onto the street. 


The streets were crowded with peo- 
ple at the time, and in a few seconds 
several hundred had surrounded the. 
wreck, and it was some time before the 


officers could get the wounded to a drug 
store where their injuries could be ex- 


amined by Drs. Kannon, Bryant, Bert, 
Ellis and More, who were immediately 


‘sent for, as it was believed that serious 


damage had been done. Fortunately, 
however, no one was dangerously in- 
jured, and with the exception of a few 
bruises and cuts all escaped. 

Mrs. Davis of Eighth and Hill streets 


receeived sevéral bruises about the 


head and shoulders and an ugly wound 
on the forehead. 

Mrs. Donohue, who lives with her 
parents on Fourth street, between 
Main and Spring streets, and her sister, 
Miss McCarthy, were seated on the 
dummy, and both ladies were thrown 
off and struck on their heads. “Mrs. 
Donohue received several ugly cuts and 
bruises, but it is not thought that her 
injuries are serious. 

James Colgan was thrown from the 
dummy and received a cut over the eye 
which will lay him up fot several davs. 

C. Philpott was seated onthe front 


seat of the dummy and was thrown vio- 
lently against the guard rods and his 


right knee was jammed between the 
bars in such a manner that he could 
not be released until a crowbar was. 
secured. No bones were ‘broken but 
his leg was badly wrenched, and it will 
be several weeks before he can walk. 

Several other persons received slight 
bruises.

Twenty-four years ago yesterday the 
first memorial services in honor of the 
gallant heroes who sacrificed their lives 
in defense of the Republic, were held. 
In 188 different places, from Maine to 
California, the graves of the soldier 
dead were decorated, by order of Gen. 
John A. Logan, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. At 


_the National Cemetery at Arlington, 


Va., the place of the Nation’s dead, 
nearest to its capital, the oration of the 
day was delivered by Gen. James A. 
Garfield, afterward the Nation’s mar- 
tyred President. It is here that in a 
single tomb repose the bones of 2111 
unknown: soldiers gathered after the 
war from the fields of Bull Run and the 
Route to the Rappahannock. 

Since that first Memorial day on the 
‘graves of the brave heroes have 
bl comed every 30th day of May the 
sweet flowers of remembrance, placed

A detachment of 
the National Guard under command of 
Co. C, with two regimental buglers, 
were on the ground, the first furnished 
the firing party, and the latter sounded 

. taps. ‘There were also present a num- 
ber of school children, comprising 
classes from Temple and Sand street 
schools; and Miss Joy’s class of the 
Spring street school.

Day ‘Exercises Marred. 
by an Accident. 


A Street Car Overturns and Injures 
Several People. 


The Programme Rendered at the 
Tabernacle, 


Pasadena Lays Out Duarte—Mr. Blair 
Pleasantly Surprised — Personal 
Notes — A Batch of 

Brevities. 


But one thing happened in Pasadena yes- 
terday to mar the pleasure of the Memo- 
rial day exercises, and that was an acci- 
dent which, although serious enoughi, has 
its bright side, for the reason that no one 
can understand why it was not more se- 
rious and even fatal in its results. — 

Asis genefally known, transportation to 
the Mountain View Cemetery was afforded 
by the Painter line of street cars. The 
crowd was handled expeditiously, and all 
were landed at the cemetery safely and in 
time to witness the ceremonies, Those con- 
versant with the lay of the land know that 
this spot is located directly north of Pasa- 
dena and at a considerable higher aititude. 
{t took hard puliing on the part of the 
horses and mules to make the trip up, but 
nothing besides gravity was necessary to 
bring the cars home again. Hence, as has 
been the custom, the live stock motive 
power was unhitched at the cemetery and 
driven back to the car stables, located a 
short distance below the Painter Hotel, 
“sre distant a mile or more from the ceme- 
ter 

About 11:30 o’clock a train of two cars, 
belonging to the Highland Street Car Rail- 
way, which had been called into service tor 
this occasion, started on the down trip 
with Mr. Kishbaugh as conductor and Mr. 
Way at the brakes. Supt. A.J. Painter, of 
the city line of cars, witnessed the start, 
after giving special directions as to the 
manner of running. ‘The brakeman has‘: 
long been in the employ of the company 
and is esteemed one of its most faithful and 
trustworthy men. All went well for the 
first half mile, but when nearing Judge 
Nelson’s residence the brakes were locsened 
upabitand the cars took on additional 
speed in order to get oyera slight. rise in 
front. At the only place where there is an 
embankment the forward car suddenly and 
without warning left the track and toppled 
over on its side to the west of \the rails. 
The rear car was twisted round off the 
track, but maintained its upright position. 
For a few moments confusion reigned su- 

reme and had it not been for the cool. 

eaded work of several people, noticeable 
among whom whom were Mr. Mun- 
fell and Mr. Kishbaugh, a stampede 
from the ‘cars would have done 
more injury than the _ tip, 
over. The rear car was vacated in 
quick order, and their united attention 
was given to extricating the occupants of 
the forward car from their unfortunate 
positions, in which work Brother Daney 
of the Salvation, although considerably 
oruised on one hip, especially distinguished 
aimself. Some were found more or less in- 
jured, and these were quickly provided 
with conveyances which bore them home. 
The track was soon cleared and the rest of 
the cars made the trip in safety. 

The reporter made a careful investiga- 
tion yesterday afternoon as to the number 
of persons injured. Miss Antonio Much, 
who resides at the corner of San Pasqual 
3treet and Lake avenue, was the most un. 
fortunate. Her left leg was broken just 
above the ankle, her right leg is badly 
bruised aboutthe knee and some of the 
upper ribs were fractured as the resultofa 
heavy weight falling upon-her chest. Mrs. 
Col. Banbury sustained a severe shock, but 
besides a few bruises she suffered no in- 
jurv..._ Mrs. Dunton considerably 
oruised, as was also Mrs. Bartram and Mrs. 
Lewis, whose residence is on Cypress street. 

Others were bruised somewhat, but not 
seriously. The news of the accident was 
quickl y spread about town and the most 
improbable reports were heard. A crowd. 
of people soon congregated af the spot. 
which delayed matters generally. _. 

The cause of the accident must be attrib- 
ated to the rails spreading, or what is more 
probable the track was a trifle too wide for 
the cars of the other line. Mr. Painter 
took Mr. Way to the cemetery especially to 
run the cars down, a duty he.has performed 
satisfactorily for a long time past. Only 
yesterday morning he brought three 
>mpty cars down over the track without 
applying the brake atall. While some of 
the passengers say that the cars were run- 
ning too fast for safety the most reliable 
testimony goes to show that the speed at 


the time of the accident did not exceed ten |' 


miles an hour. Mr. Kishbaugh says he has 
frequently run cars down Lake avenue at a 
much higher speed. This makes the acci¢ 
dent all the more unfortunate, for it is diffi. 
cult to place the blame on any one, and it 
happened, moreover, at the only place on 
the line where there was a bank for the 
car to topple down. Mr. Painter was 
much grieved over the occurance, and 
spent the remainder of the day seeing that 
those who were hurt received proper 
medical attention, and doing all in his 
power to make them comfortable. 
HOW THE DAY WAS CELEBRATED. 

Memorial day was ushered in by clouds 
anda heavy fog in the morning, and al- 
though the sun failed to appear no dampen- 
ing effect was noticeable onthe exercises, 
which were carried out most successfully. 
Many of the business houses and residences 
were decorated with flags and bunting, and 
business was generally suspended, so that 
every one could take part in honoring the 
soldier dead. 

The procession for the cemetery was 
formed on Colorado street shortly after 9 
o’clock by Marshal Brown. At the head 
was the Pasadena Band, followed by Phil 
Kearney Camp, S.of V. John’ F. Godfrey 
Post came next, bearing at the head besides 
the new flag, a tattered flag, owned by L. 
M. Sawyer, which has been through thirty 
battles. Atthe City Hallthe W.R.C joined 
the procession, bearing many handsome 
floral emblems, and in the rear was a large 
detachment of school children, in charge of 
Principals Hamilton and Graham, also 
bearing flowers. At Chestnut street cars 
were boarded, which carried the people to 
the cemetery, where the graves of twenty- 
nine soldiers and sailors were decorated in 
the customary beautiful manner. 

AT THE TABERNACLE. 

The ‘morning exefcises were 
mented by an evening.meeting at the Tab 
ernacle. A crowd was in waiting when the 
doors opened at 7 o’clock and half an hour 
‘later the entire edifice was filled.. pul- 
_ pit platform was beautifully decorated with 
flags and appropriate floral emblems. A 
miniature cannon occupied a prominent 


position and a large bauner in the rear 
bore the following lines:
